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For Fome years paft, and Found them differing from former Obser¬ 
vations and Tables; the other promifing future diligence in this 
matter; no ting an the meantime, rhat Fome Tydes of Iaft Au¬ 
tumn were fo far differing from former Obfervations, that neither 
he, nor any others there, could make any thing ofic. 

We muftnoc omit here to mention the readinefs, expreffedby 
thefe worthy Gentlemen, Mr. Rob.Boyle, Sir Rob.Moray, and 
Mr. Henry Potvle , for concurring in this 
Work; thefirft, having undertaken to re¬ 
commend Obfervations of this nature, to 
be made, upon the We(lera Coaft of Ire¬ 
land *; the fecond,upon the Weft of Scot¬ 
land ; and the'third, in the Ifleof Lundy ; 
to whom we muft adde the inquifttive 
Mr, Sam. Coleprefje , for Plymouth , and the 
Lands-end. Befides, we hope to engage the 
curious of France in the fame undertaking, 
efpecially for procuring , befides what is 
known already concerning that place, a 
very particular and exacft account of the Tydes upon the Coaft of 
Brit any , where (efpecially about St. Malo) they are found to rife 
to admiration, even to 60, 70. and fometime 80, feet, at the New 
and Full Moon.

Some that obferve common pra&ifes and vulgar Trades,take 
notice, That Joyners ufe Leaden-Pots for their Glue, ailedging 
for a Reafon, That Lead, beingaclofeMettal, retains the heat 
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longer than other Mettals. Cary's Warming-ftone promifed a 
warmth for fix or eighc hours •, if it performed but for two or three 
hours, it would-be of great ufe. 'Tis found by fad experience, how 
hurtful Bright Fires, and efpecially of Stone-coal are to the 
Eyes. 

To retaiu Fire long, certain Black Earths are ufefu!, as we were 
newly informed by thelnquifitive Dr. B. That a Gentleman in 
Sommertfetfhire, called Mr. Speke , had bountifully obliged limin' 
fler , and his Neighborhood, by a Black Fat-Earth lately found in 
his Park. But the fame Correfpondent adds, That he never faw 
any parallel to a Sea-roeed, which he and feme of his Fellow-Stu¬ 
dents had in Cambridge in the mouth of a Barrel of good Oyfters. 
It was fmaller than Peafe-halm, yet cut, it lafted two very great 
Fires of Sea-coal, burning bright in themidftof the Fire ^ and 
hyailroakof the. Tongues, it fell into the Hearth, jinglinglike
